I too have been wrestling with this question... for literally years I have 
been wanting to build a decent set of tabletop/wide equipment shelves. I am 
finally near the construction stage, and have decided to do the following: 


1) For regular receivers/etc. I am going to use only one inch... but behind 
(possibly each receiver) will be a low speed (3--50 cfm) muffin fan pulling 
air out. If a particular receiver runs too warm to comfortably place my hand 
anywhere on its top or exterior, I will either add another fan, or use one 
of those fans I plan to use for the transmitters... whatever it takes to 
move enough air; 


2) For transmitters I will use 2 inches (especially for amps) where 
feasible... AND for my "TWINS" (R4-B/T4X-B; SX-146/HT-46, & NRD-515/NSD/515) 
probably the same. Where possible-for transmitters, problem receivers, and 
amps-I will use "biscuit" fans that will efficiently extract air at a right 
angle, ejecting it rearwards but with a physical height under 2 inches. 


All my exterior vertical boards will be 2 x 8s or 2 x 12s... whatever Home 
Depot has. The interior vertical members will be cut-to-fit 1 x 12s or 
whatever. I still have some question about the horizontal shelves: 1's or 
2's? I do not want to separate the Drake twins and MS-4 with a vertical 
divider. Thanks a pretty long span. Depth will probably be somewhere between 
18 inches and 24 inches... I have to check and see what the deepest unit I 
plan to use will be (possibly my Signal-One CX-7A... if I can squeeze it 
in)Nineteen inch rack units are to be mounted in a rack(s), and hence, don't 
count. 


So, the bottom line is that the plan is to use rear-mounted <100cfm ([and 
preferably less than 50] for minimal noise) fans, probably added as needed, 
to move air from behind-and on top of-the receivers in a given row of 
them.-but not for "Twins" combinations-with a clearance of 1 inch. For 
"Twins", transmitters and amps in general, I'll use 2 inch separation, along 
with horizontally-mounted biscuit fans on the units for rearward air 
extraction. 


I believe this is a matter of each individual's circumstance, more than a 
strict 1-inch won't do kind of thing. My Ranger II will HAVE to have 2 
inches-or whatever the biscuit fans I plan to use will require (it might be 
less). But some rigs do not run so hot. 


Finally, I would like to mention that adding a small INTERIOR fan to 
circulate and distribute the interior air in any unit could result in as 
much as a 5 to 10 degree difference in overall temperature. Been there, 
tested that... on a somewhat larger scale, years ago.

One thing that really helps is to slope the shelves so that 
the heated air will flow upward freely and away from the gear. 
A flat shelf will "capture" the heated air and create "pockets" 
of air which then further impede air flow. 


If you use flat shelves, leave at least 1.5-inches space above the 
equipment and try to encourage airflow with fans. 


At the same time, it is quite easy to create hot spots inside a 

BA cabinet by simply placing a fan against cabinet vents. The 

air flow is laminar and can actually impede air flow in some areas. 
If you want to add a fan, experiment while using a thermometer 

to get the best flow. A fan under the equipment blowing up through 
the bottom of the cabinet, if possible, is least likely to create hot 
spots unless there are inadequate holes in the bottom and top of 

the cabinet (often the case .... :-( 


It is hard to be black-and-white with the issue since there are 
so many cabinet variations.

Another data point for what it is worth - I built some shelves several years 
ago and left about 2" above all the gear at the rear - not much opening at 
the front because I ran a 1x2 on edge along the front to provide stiffness. 
I used 3/4" birch plywood for the shelves and 1x12 uprights between pieces 
of equipment. Seems to work pretty well - as determine by an uncalibrated 
hand placed on top of the equipment (a changing assortment of heavy metal 
including Valiant, Ranger, Viking II, 32V-1, Apache, DX-100, NC-300, NC-303, 
SX-101, SX-88, 75A-4, R-388, HQ-170, Mohawk, etc.) Typically only 2-4 rigs 
are on at time except for the Classic Exchange when they are all lit up.

I bought several neat power supplies at a local auction and thought I would 
offer them to the lists first. Although they have no tubes, I think they 
will be of interest to those who like to build their own equipment. These 
supplies are built to FAA (read Military) specs, standard 19 inch rack 
mount and are still in their original packing and boxes (read new in box). 
They operate on 115VAC, 50-60Hz and can provide outputs of 23 or 46VAC. The 
hefty power transformer also has ceramic terminals for 0, 14, 17, 20, 23, 


28, 34, 40 & 46VAC, 10 amps, so all of these voltages are available with a 
little change in wiring. The rear of the power supply has three new Cinch 
Jones type 4 blade connectors with a locating pin, one 8 position terminal 
board, one 2 position terminal board and the AC socket. The two boxes I 
have opened also have the power cord with a three prong plug and a 3 pin 
small round Hubbell twist lock plug. All of these details can be viewed at

I would like to add my "two cents" concerning shelving. When you place hundreds 
of pounds of valuable equipment on any kind of shelving, make sure that you 
secure the back braces to the 2 x 4 studding. This particularly true when 
stacking equipment on three or four shelves high.
